Test Vote Shows Measure Strong. 

There were several test votes, two of 
them of particular interest. The first aye 
and nay vote taken was on Vest’s motion 
to table Nelson's amendment, which added 
a parity declaration to the resolution. Then 
amendments by Quay providing that pay- 
ment shall be in the highest money in use 
in the world, by Hoar and Foraker, the 
effect of which was to substitute for the 
language of the resolution f!n the St. Louis 
platform, and by Caffery declaring that 
should the market value of silver be less 
than that of gold payment shall De tn gold 
at the option of the creditor, were tabled 
in order. 

The two votes of importance were those 
on the Lodge amendment and of the final 
adoption of the Teller resolution. 

As the roll call on this amendment pro- 
cecded—the democrats demanded a straight- 
out test on this proposition—it looked for 
a while as if the republicans proposed to 
dodge. 

Aldrich, Allison, Baker and Burrows, the 
first republicans on the rol), refused to 
answer when their names were called, and 
the first vote the amendment got was from 
that consistent Goldolitor, Caffery, who 
misrepresents the democrats of Louisiana. 

Cullom was the first republican who voted 
for the gold amendment. His act gave the 
others courage and Aldrich and Baker final- 
ly voted for the amendment. 

But the Messrs. Wobbly Allison and Wob-. 
bly Burrows continued to dodge to the last. 
They hoped to have their presence in the 
chamber passed unnoted so far as the rec- 
ord showed, but Wolcott @Qemanded that 
those present and not recorded be noted, 
and that was done. 

Twenty-four votes were cast in favor of 
this straight-out gold declaration and all 
of these but Caffery were republicans. 

This vote commits the party 
through its leaders as declaring that 
the bondhol.er must be paid gold if 
he asks it, and puts them on record 
as favoring the transfer of the option 
now existing in the government to the 
creditor. 

Those who voted for this amendment 
were:

Republicans who were 
paired in favor of the amendment were De- 
boe, Elkins, Frye, Proctor and Spooner. 


All the other members of the body efther 
voted against the amendment or, what is 
the same thing, weré paired against it. 

On the final vote an analysis of the roll 
showed that all the men elected as demo- 
crats voted in favor of the “eller resolu- 
tion, except Caffery. All the populists voted 
in favor of the resolution, while the silver 
republicans who voted for the resolution 
were: 

Cannon, Mantle, Pettigrew and Teller. 

McKinley republicans who voted for the 
resolution were Carter, Chandler, Clark, 
Pritchard, Warren and Wolcott. Jones of 
Nevada was paired in its favcr. The vote 
against the resolution was composed en- 
tirely of McKinley republicans, except Caf- 
fery. 

The Debate Grows General. 

Mr. Stewart, of Nevada, in supporting the 
resolution, maintained that money, whether 
it be silver or gold or paper, was a creat- 
ure of law, the creation of money being in- 
herent in all independent nations. He said 
that this statement had@ been upheld by 
the highest of tribunals, and cited his- 
torical instances of such creation of money. 
After a lega) discussion of the money ques- 
tion, Mr. Stewart, referring to the speech 
of President "McKinley in New York last 
night, said that he regretted to see that the 
president had not studied this ques<ion 
more deeply and that he was utterly mis- 
guided. He quoted the following sentence 
from the president’s speech: 


“Nothing should ever tempt us—nothing 
ever will tempt us—to scale down the sa- 
cred debt of the nation through a legal 
technieality. Whatever may be the lan- 
guage of the contract, the United States 
will discharge all of its obligations in the 
currency recognized as the best throughout 
the civilized world at the time of pay- 


| tment.” 


Mr. Stewart thought this was a renarka- 
ble statement, which meant simply tkat 
rothing but gold was good enough for the 
bondholder. ‘‘McKinley,’’ said Mr. Stewart, 
“refers to the option of the government to 
pay its obligations in either gold or silver 
as a mere technicality, and he did this, too, 
in the face of his own vote in favor of the 
resolution we are considering. Now, the 
president calls this option of the govern- 
ment—worth thousands of millions—a mere 
technicality. 

‘‘What language for a president to 
use!’ exclaimed Mr. Stewart. ‘‘We can- 
not use this money in the treasury un- 
less it is recognized by other nations 
of the world as the best money. The 
despots and gold syndicates of Eu- 
rope are to name the kind of money 
regar less of what the law of the 


United States may be.” 

Then, referring to Secretary Gage, Mr. 
Stewart said he believed the secretary to 
be an honest man—a man who would not 
rob a bank—but, he said. it was difficult 
for Mr. Gage to look at thi® question ex- 
cepttrom the standpoint of a banker. He 
thought it unforturate that the president 
had placed the treasury department in 
charge of bankers, but he was thankful 
the president had thrown off the cloak 
and made the issue directly with the 
people. 3 

Mr. Cannon, of Utah, followed in support 
of the resolution. He believed that the 
only way in which the parity of silver and 
gold as money could be maintained was 
‘to accord equal privileges of both metals 
at the’ mints. He held that the only other 
way to maintain the parity was to pile 
up interest bearing obligatiens upon the

SENATE CONCURS WITH HOUSE.

Frankfort, Ky., January 2.~—The resolu- 
tion requesting the immediate resignation 
of United States Senator William Lind- 
say, having been passed yesterday by the 
Kertucky house, was also adopted this

against it. 

The temperature cf the senate chamber 
was decidedly warmer than that of the 
house yesterday, when the resolution came 
up, and hot speeches were made by Sena- 
tors Bronston, Alexander, Jones and oth- 
ers. 

Senator Charles J. Bronstun, of Fayctte.

INVESTIGATION GOES ALONG 


Lawyer Recounts the Interviews He 
Had with Boyce, of New York. 


WILLING 70 RETURN THE MONEY 


Representative Otis Appears DB<fore 
the Senatorial Bribery Investi- 
gation Committee. 


Columbus, O., January 28.—The two star 
witnesses in ‘the alleged senatorial bribery 
investigation were examined by the senate 
investigating committee today. They are 
Representative J. C. Otis, of Hamilton 
ccunty. who claims to have been offered a 
bribe to vote for Senator Hanna, and 
Thomas C. Campbell, attorney, who acied 
as. the legal representative of Otis. 

Attorney Campbell took occasion tv say 
that Boyce had declared that he did not 
krow Mr. Hanna, and that if his personal 
wishes were consulted he would prefer io 
see him defeated. 

Campbell produced a roll of bills in de- 
nominations of $100 and $30, aggregating 
31,780, which he claimed Boyce had puid to 
him during the negotiations. 

Mr. Campbell, in the course of his testi- 
mony, said Boyce and Otis came to his 
room. During the conversation Boyee said 
he had a strong and loving regard for the 
president and talked so gstrongly about 
this that finally Campbell began to think 
he was overstating himself. Otis finally 
left the room and Campbell asked Boyce 
directly what he wanted. 3oyce said he 
had come to help Hanna in his election. 
Camphell said to him: 

“Did you come from the president?’ 
which Boyce replied that he had. 

Boyce said he would pay Otis $2,500 for 
his vote and admitted that that was the 
proposition he had come to make. Mr. 
Campbell said he did not think Otis would 
accept any proposition. 

On Sunday Campbe!l went to the Gibson 
house and had another conversation with 
Boyce. Campbell told Boyce Otis would 
not Hsten to the proposition made and he 
did not known what proposition he would 
listen to. 

Boyce replied that the amount offered was 
a munificent one. as Hanna already had 
74 votes without Droste or Lane. Campbell 
replied: 

“Then you are doing this out of the good- 
ness of your heart. as 74 votes are enough 
to elect a senator in Ohio?’ 

Boyce replied yes, but that he wanted to 
show what he could do, and besides there 
might be a siip and he wanted to get the 
vote of Otis, Droste and Lane. 

Later he saw Boyce again and told him 
that the thought $2,500, the amount offered, 
was beneath the dignity of a rejpessptative 
and that he cught to have #25H Boyce 
replied that this was all nons—-nse—that he 
had already secured four votes At an aver- 
age of $1,500 each and another for $600. 
Boyce then said he would give $3,500, $1,730 
at that time and $1,730 the next day upon 
arrival at Columbus, Campbell said to 
Boyce: 

“What do you want Otis to do if your 
proposition is accepted?” 

Boyce replied that he would want him 
to write a letter to the president to the 
effect that he would vote for Hanna. 
Boyce then wrote a telegram directed to 
President McKinley, reading: 

“For the best interest of Ohio and the re- 
publican party I wall cast my vote for M. 
A. Hanna for senator for the short and 
long terms.”’ 

Mr. Campbell carried the telegram away 
with him and showed it to Jared Bliss, 
who volunteered to copy the telegram and 
sign Olis’s name to it, which was done. 
At the next meeting the telegram, or, rath- 
era a copy of it, wa sshown to Boyceand 
he was told that Otis had finally consented 
and that there was the telegram. Camp- 
bell said to boyce: 

“You will now pay $1,750 and $1,700 when 
you reach Columbus,’” whereupon Boyce 
counted out the money. 

The witness here in response to a request 
produced the $1,750 that he claimed Boyce 
had —_ to him: He said that if Boyce 
would return to Hamilton county he would 
give him back the money.

Shanghai, January 28.—A dispatch from 
Che-Foo to The Mercury,of Shangha!}, gives 
details of the assassination of a German 
sailor named Schulz, belonging to the 
cruiser Kaiser, which was first announced 
in a dispatch to the Associated Press from 
Berlin on January 26th, while on outpost 
duty at Tsimo, the extreme German post 
in Klao-Chou bay. 

The crime, which was committed by a 
Chinese rabble on Monday last, was not 
discovered until three men of the corporal’s 
guard were making the rounds in order to 
relieve the sentries. Then Schulz was dis- 
covered, his head having been severed from 
his body. The relieving guard was directly 
afterwards attacked by 100 natives and 
after a stubborn fight it is reported that 
all the sailors were killed. Twelve natives 
were killed during the fight. 

It is added that In consequence of the 
Outrage the greatest excitement prevails 
at K‘iao-Chou and it is believed the incident 
will form the basis of further German de- 
mands upon China.

The notices are not aigned, but are 
adorned with a skull and cross bones. No- 
tices have also been posted on the doors 
of negro schools warning the teachers to 
close the schools and get out of the county 
without delay. Many of the negroes have 
taken their families and all of their be- 
longings and moved out of the county, and 
schools have been closed. But a large 
number have avowed thelr purpose of re- 
raining in their homes and defending them 
at the cost of thetr lives, if necessary. One 
prominent colored man in an open letter 
to his race advised the colored men of 
Lonoke to supply themselves with arms 
and be prepared to protect themselves. 
The time has arrived, says he, when 
the negroes of Lonoke must look out 
for themselves. The law offers them 
no protection. Negroes have been shot 
down and their white murderers go 
ur punished. The law is in the hands 
of the men who perpetrate these 
crimes. Arm yourselves and protect 
ycur lives and your homes. When 
the negroes of Lonoke county kill 
about twenty-five of these lawiess 
white men the outrages against the 
negro race will stop, and not until 
then.

Aranguren Was Surprised. 

New York, January @8.—The Herald’s 
Havana correspondent gives these details 
of the killing of Genera] Nestor Aranguren, 
the Cuban insurgent leader: 

‘“‘Aranguren, with a small band, was sur- 
prised in a well concealed hut in the Ta- 
paste hills by the Reina battalion under 
command of Colonel Benedicto. The insur- 
gent general was seated at a table writing 
when the Spanish treops surrounded the 
house. At the first volley several of the 
rebel band fied, but Aranguren with four 
others was shot.’”’ 

De Lome Officially Advised. 

Washington, January 28.—Senor de Lome, 
Spanish minister, has received several tel- 
egrams from Havana concerning the death 
of the insurgent leader, Aranguren. They 
are from Secretary General Congosto, the 
early ones siating briefly the fact of the 
killing and the latest one adding the fol- 
lowing details: 

‘TIT have seen the corpse of Nestor Aran- 
guren; also I have examined his documents 
and have seen his seal in his pocketbook. 
Among other things he had two buttons 
from the uniform of Colonel Ruiz. He had 
a bullet in the forehead. With him were 
killed four more and five were taken pris- 
oners. There is hope 6f finding where Ruiz 
is buried.’’

They are determined to restore sil- 
ver to its status before 15738 and we shall 
do all we can to aceompiisn that result. 

‘“‘We shall march in solid phalanx, 
with shields locked, down to the Cay 
of doom in our efforts for the restora- 
tion of silver and the republican cries 
that issue of silver is dead wiil fall 
upon deaf ears,’’ concluded Senator 
Jcnes.

In conclusion Mr. Burrows said that the |) 
passage of this resolution fortunately would 
accomplish nothing. It might tend to 
alarm the business Interests of the countrv 
and retard to some extent the advance of 
prosperity, but by the statements of the 
president of the United States last nicht, 
the country was assured that the rovern- 
ment’s obligations would be discharged in 
the best money of the world. 


White Supports Resolution. 


Mr. White, democrat. of California, 
spoke in support of the resolution and 
analyzed at some length the position of 
the republican party upon finance. He 
spoke of the lack of definiteness of the 
president’s message on the question of 
finance. The message had referred to Sec- 
retary Gage’s plan and had inv'ted etten- 
tion to it. There was no opposition ex- 
pressed to that plan, and doubtless, said 
Mr. White, if the president did not ap- 
prove the Gage plan he would have said 
so. The senator then referred ironically 
to the New York banquet last night, at 
which the president spoke.

sir. Foraker, of Ohio, thought the state- 
ment in the resolution that such ccinage 
as was contemplated by it- was not in dero- 
gation of the rights’ of creditors, could 
only mean the free and unlimited colnage 
of silver.

His 
first venture was with grapes, and he has 
now a vineyard of 1,500 vines just outside 
of Marietta. In this vineyard are to be 
found sixty varieties, many of them of 
Italian, Swiss and California origin. His 
success Was so pronounced that in the dis- 
play of grapes made at the last meeting of 
the Georgia Pomological Society, held in 
Savannah, thirty-six varieSies were from 
the judge’s vineyard. On Judge Gober’s 
large estates are to be found quince, ap- 
ple and plum orchards. 

What the Judge Says. 

“I regard north Georgia,” said Judge 
Gober, “as being eminently adapted to 
fruit raising of all kinds. I am certain 
that to those who can afford it would pay 
attention to the intrcduction of new va- 
rieties, our range of fruits could be largely 
increased. Several veers ago I read of 
how Mr. Hale, the Fert Valley peach or- 
chard king, shook hig trees in order to 
disturb the home of the curculio. This 
plan, it seemed to me, was tiresome, ¢all- 
ing for a great déal of labor and not cal- 
culated to accomplish the purpose present- 
ed. On my orchard last year I tried the 
Burdough mixture and Paris green in a 
spray, and found it to work admirably. 
The mérket for fruits is always g¢ood, the 
only difficulty fs in getting good fruit ta 
place on it. We sent from Marietta one 
carload of peaches last year, consisting of 
500 crates, for which we got $1,240. The 
raising of fruit is a pleasant occupation, 
a profiteble one and one which does not 
interfere with aitention to the other de- 
partmeé.ts of the farm.” 

Judge Gcber’s work will certainly be 
appreciated in all that section of Georgia, 
which may be benefited by it, and his ex- 
amyle should be followed by others who 
have a desire to benefit their fellowmen 
as well as to make profit for themselves.

CHATTAHOOCHEE NAVIGATION. 


Barges Being Built for Service During 
Low Water. 


Columbus, Ga., January 23.—(Special.)— 
The Merchants and Planters’ and the Co- 
lumbus and Gulf navigation companies, 
two of the leading boat lines on the Chat- 
tahoochee river, have concluded to build 
a number of steam barges to be used for 
the sole purpose of transporting freight 
on the river. The barges will be pu: to 
special use at times in the summer when 
the river is so low that it is with difficulty 
that the regular steamers can come up to 
Columbus. Such a period occurred last 
fall. when the river was lower than ever 
before in its history, and the steamers 
were unable to come this far up, thus 
losing the city thousands of dollars worth 
of business. The bottom of the barges 
being flat, and they drawing very little 
water, they ean make headway in almost 
any kind of water. The hulls of the 
barges will be constructed at Apalachicola, 
Fla., and‘the machinery will be fitted *

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DEATH OF THEODORE M. FOLEY.

settled upon both his lungs and which 
was the cause of his death. His death 
cast a gloom over the entire Community, 
as he was very popular. It had been 
seen for two days that he could not re- 
cover. Mr. Foley was born in Buriling- 
ton, Iowa, forty-one years ago, being the 
son of the late D. M. Foley. He was edu- 
cated for the bar in Savannah, but after- 
wards discontinued the profession. Com- 
ing to Columbus when a young man, he 
secured the position of bookkeeper with 
the late F. J. Springer. Upon the death 
of Mr. Springer, he bought out the busi- 
ness, a retail grocery, Which he conducted 
to the time of his death. He was one of 
the city’s best known business men, and 
stood high in business circles. Mr. Foley 
took a prominent part in city politics, and 
served for eleven years as an alderman. 
He was at one time mayor pro tem, and 
was the chairman of the finance commit- 
tee of council up to his retirement from 
that body in last December. He had one of 
the largest political followings of any man 
in Columbus, and was regarded as one 
of the strongest political leaders in the 
Gity. He was a @irector in ‘tthe Third 
National bank and other local institutions. 
Mr. Foley was a Catholic, being a mem- 
ber of the Church of the Holy Family. 
He was well known throughout the state, 
and had a host of warm fries in every 
part of it. who will learn of his sad death 
with profound sorrow and regret. Gener- 
ous to the poor, genial, affable and talent- 
ed, he was highly eswemed by a very 
large number of friends. 

The deceased is survived by a wife and 
four sons and one sister, Miss Maggie 
Foley. Mr. Foley was a resident of Co- 
lumbus nineteen years. Few men have 
lived in Columbus who have exerted a 
more potent influence in the affairs of the 
city than he. From the very first he took 
an active part in everything that was of 
a public nature. The city council met 
this afternoon and passed resolutions re 
garding Mr. Foley’s death. He was a 
brildant and abie alderman, and served 
with distinction.

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BRIDGES PLEADS 


Remarkable Scene Witnessed in Floyd 
Superior Court. 


BRIDGES SPEAKS TWO HOURS 
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Charges His Default Upon the State’s 
Dereliction. 


HE ATTACKS EDITORS AND PREACHERS 


Trey Have Houndei Him Down in His 
Hour of Adversity—Deep Impres- 
sion Upon Audience. 


Rome, Ga, January 2.—(Special.)—The 
fate of W. M. Bridges is now in the hands 
of the jury, after one of the most sensa- 
tional trials in the history of the county. 

The courthouse was packed this morn- 
ing in ant:ctpation of the defendant's state- 
ment, and those looking for something 
warm and interesting were not disappoint- 
ed. 

The Defendant’s Statement. 

Mr. Bridges delivered his statement, 
which was really a first-class speech, 
standing in front of the jury box. As he 
would grow excited, he would walk up 
and down before the jury and grow very 
dramatic. 

The defendant began by roasting nearly 
everything in sight, including the county 
board of education, the newspapers, the 
prosecutors, the churches and the politi- 
cians. He stated that he had been hound- 
ed down and stabbed in the back by polit- 
ical allies and stated that there was going 
to be more men implicated in this thing 
than he before the end came. He said, 
however, that his political friends had not 
received any of the money for unlawful 
purposes. 

At this po'nt he caused a big stir by 
walking into the denominational preju- 
dice that he said had been raised against 
him. Bridges is an ex-Baptist minister 
and was a minister in the service of that 
church for twenty-five years. He said that 
other denominations had used this to prej- 
udice the minds of the people. 

Explains the Flight. 

In explanation of h's flight from the 
state when his shortage was first discov- 
ered, he stated that he intended to come 
back and was only going to find a place 
for his family and children. He said he 
was broken in spirit and in pocketbook 
and went away not realizing how bad it 
would look, 

In explanation of the alleged forged pa- 
pers, Mr. Bridges sa’d that it was not 
criminal, but was simply brought about 
by a misunderstanding of his methods of 
koeping accounts. In explaining the al- 
leged shortage in his accounts, Mr. Bridges 
sxiid that teachers would bring him reports 
and he would prepare them for his report 
tc the state commiss‘oner. In this report 
was embodied the amount due the 
teacher and ns soon as the re- 
port was returned from Atlanta 
the teachers demanded their money, and 
rather than disappoint them by not giving 
them their money, he issued certificates for 
the amount due the teachers and discounted 
them with money sharks in Rome. This 
was done when the school fund was de- 
layed. Bridges claims that could he have 
gotten the school fund when he should 
have received it that he would not have 
been compelled to resort to these means ‘+o 
pey the teachers when their money was 

““Nevertheless,’’ said Bridges, ‘‘the money 
was delayed. I went to the brokers, dis- 
counted the papers, and this discount 
caused the shortage.”’ 

Bridges disclaims any unworthy motive 
and says he was never benefited by these 
transactions at all. 


He Stood Well. 


After paying his respects to the news- 
papers, politicians, etc., again he took his 
seat. His statement was nearly two hours 
long and, at times, dramatic in the ex- 
treme. He brought tears to the eyes of 
many spectators and two of the jurymen 
were very much affected. 

Bridges has really a fine war record and 
has always stood very high until recently. 
He was in seventeen hot battles and was 
present by the side of General Thomas R. 
R. Cobb when he fell. He is fifty-three 
years of age, has a wife and five children. 

His case has been one of the most stub- 
bornly contested in the history of the Rome 
bar and no man ever had a more brilliant 
array of counsel. The entire county is in- 
tensely interested in the outcome of the 
case and it is the one big sensation of the 
day.

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The Teller Resolution and the Os- 
triches. 

The resolution of the Kentucky legis- 
lature calling on Senator Lindsay to 
resign for the reason that his views in 
favor of the gold standard misrepre- 
sent hig constituents, seems to have 
acted as a stimulant on the senator, In 
the discussion of the Teller resolution 
on Thursday, Mr. Lindsay announced, 
but with very bad grace, that he would 
vote for the resolution, and he did so. 

He would not vote for the measure be- 
cause he wanted to, or because he 
thought it desirable, but simply because 
he thought it was meaningless. He in- 
pisted that consideration of the resolu- 
tion was a useless waste of time, about 
as necessary as the reaffirmation of the 
declaration that the obligations of the 
government are payable in silver. He 
protested against the suggestion that all 
those who supported’ the resolution | 
would indorse the views of the no 


crats favoring it. He clung to repub- 
licanism with one hand, 
adry sop to the Kentucky democrats by 
announcing that it was not bad faith on 
the part of the government to pay obli- 
gations in any money authorizéd by 
law. 

The New Jersey legislature, to be 
elected this year, will choose a senator. 
The democrats will-carry the state. Con- 
‘sequently Senator Smith, who fled the 
country in 1896 to avoid voting for the 
. democratic national ticket, came to the 
front ands he would support the res- 
olution, not/that he saw any necessity 
for it, but dn the ground that it is not 
a new declaration. The demand for 
free coinage is not a new demand, but 
Senator Smith says he will not surren- 
der his individual views on that ques? 
tion. 

Now the resolution for which Senators 
Lindsay and Smith voted, although they 
do not believe in free coinage, is, in ef- 
fect, a declaration in favor of free coin- 

.age. This declaration is made in ex- 
press terms. The resolution commits 
those who support it to a declaration 
“that all the bonds of the United States 
issued, or authorized to be issued, un- 
der the said acts of congress herein- 
before recited, are payable, principal 
and interest, at the option of the gov- 
ernment of the United States, in silver 
dollars of the coinage of the United 
States, containing 412 1-2 grains each of 
standard silver; and that to restore to 
its coinage such silver coins as a legal 
tender in payment of said bonds, prin- 
cipal and interest, is not in violation of 
the public faith, nor in derogation of 
the rights of the public creditor.” 

The last clause of the foregoing is an 
explicit declaration in favor of the free 
coinage of silver dollars at the present 
ratio of 16 to 1, as a legal tender in pay- 
ment of the government obligations; 
and further, itis a declaration that 
euch free coinage of legal tender silver 
dollars “is not in violation of the public 
faith, nor in derogation of the rights 
of the public creditor.” 

Therefore, both Lindsay and Smith, 
in spite of any explanation they have 
made, or may make, will vote for the 
free coinage of silver dollars at the pres- 
ent ratio when they support the Teller 
resolution. If they choose to return 
to their party, well and good; but they 
should not come making mouths or with 
their fronts awry. Nobody compels 
them to return. The party itself is 
perfectly willing to cry quits with all 
such for all time. If they return, it 
must be of their own free will, and they 
must accept, if they cannot indorse, the 

Chicago platform. But they are under 
‘mo obligations to return. The party 
has honored them far beyond their de- 
serts, and they have sought frequent op- 
portunities to disgrace and betray it. 
Therefore they must come repenting in- 
stead of mouthing.

And it 
is precisely these qualities, so apparent 
to the eye and the mind and yet so diff- 
cult to describe, that must. hereafter 
mark the work of the artist who hopes 
to achieve success as a cartoonist—to 
employ the most convenient term. 

» One instinctively compares Daven- 

_ port’s work with that of Thomas Nast, 
only to discover that there is a wide 
gulf between them. It is easy to see 
“now-that Nast’s success was based large- 

y on the fact that he had no rival or 

“ompet His sole merit Seemed to be 
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had 
wit, but it was coarse. He lacked 
sympathy, and technically he was not 
an artist in any sense of the 
word. How great his lack was in this 
respect may be seen in his efforts to do 
serious and sustained work. He was 
@ caricaturist pure and simple, and 
sought for only the most obvious results. 
His satire lay on.the surface, being that 
of a partisan. . 
Now, everything that Nast lacked 
Davenport possesses in the highest de- 
gree; and he also has the supreme ad- 
vantage of being an American who has 
touched American fife at all of its most 
picturesque points—has been a definite 
part of it. This, in itself, is superior 
to any other kind of education so far as 
practical results are. concerned. The 
results of it are employed with the hap- 
piest effect in his cartoons—the all-per- 
vading humor, the broad sympathy, the 
large tolerance of party creedg and op- 
ponents. The sting of the‘ satire is 
there; the lesson to be conveyed, the 
point to be made, stands boldly out 
with a clearness and persistence that 
are extraordinary. The pith of the 
matter cannot be mistaken. But, some- 
how—just how, it is impessible to say— 
the humor seems to be kindly, and how- 
ever broadly the caricature is done, the 
victim is not stripped entirely of those 
qualities that may chance to commend 
our enemies to our admiration at some 
point. x

quaintness—the genuine American note 
—to be found in the cartoons; a peculiar 
mixture of fun and shrewdness that 
takes the mind by storm. The cartoolls 
show that the merely technical resources 
of the artist are very great. Every line 
tells—every touch is inimitable—every 
stroke conveys a part of the informa~ 
tion.

the lavish hospitality of these cities, 
not only because of the jealous feeling 
of rivalry which she naturally entertains 
toward them under the circumstances, 
but especially because of her love for 
the old confederate soldiers. The can- 
vassing committees of the Confederate 
Veterans’ Association have already 
started out upon their rounds with grat- 
ifying results, and there igs no reason 
why the full amount needed should not 
be forthcoming within the next few 
days. If the urgency of making con- 
tributions at once is sufficiently realized 
as it ought to be, the canvassing com- 
mittees will encounter no difficulty in 
raising the requisite funds. In fact, one 
week will be amply sufficient for the 
purpese. 

The reasons why our people should 
subseribe liberally toward the entertain- 
ment of the old soldiers are both mani- 
fold and urgent. In the first place, 
the honor which the old soldiers have 
conferred upon this city in choosing 
it as their next place of meeting calls 
for its appropriate recognition; and 
nothing should delight our people more 
than to do honor to these brave men. 
In view of the tragic ordeal through 
which Atlanta in her own complete 
destruction was called upon to pass as 
the result of that unhappy struggle, it 
is certain that she can never cease to 
recall with gratitude the heroism and 
fidelity of those men who jeopardized 
their lives in her defense. With the 
years which have followed the war, 
prosperity has crowned her marts and 
the spirit of brotherhood has taken up 
its abode in her midst; but she still 
holds in loving remembrance the hard- 
ships and the sacrifices of her brave de- 
fenders. 

In the second place, the approaching 
reunion will bring to Atlanta one of 
the largest gatherings ever known in 
the history of this immediate. section. 
Every portion of the south will be rep- 
resented in the vast throng of old sol- 
diers; and for the time being, Atlanta‘s 
population will be very nearly doubled. 
If properly housed and entertained, can 
such a gathering as this prove otherwise 
than beneficial to) Atlanta’s interests 
from whatever point of view considered? 
Into every part of the country it will 
spread the fame of her enterprise and 
Hospitality, besides reimbursing her 
handsomely in other ways; and surely 
in view of all the good results which 
must necessarily accrue to Atlanta from 
entertaining the old veterans, there is 
no one so indifferent to the city’s wel- 
fare and to the old veterans themselves 
as to hesitate for one moment to sub- 
scribe liberally to the required fund. 

The Port of Tampa. 

Elsewhere in today’s issue of The

Most of the members of the river and 
harbor committee had never been io 
Tampa prior to this official visit, and 
they were, naturally, surprised at the 
importance of the port. As the result 
of investigation into the volume of busi- 
ness carried on at this point, it was 
ascertained that the receipts of customs 
at Tampa aggregated more than twice 
as much as the combined receipts of the 
following eight ports, viz, *Charleston, 
Savannah, Brunswick, Férnandina, Pen- 
sacola, Jacksonville, Mobile and Galves- 
ton. In addition to this remarkable 
disclosure it was furthermore discovered 
that while the government had expend- 
ed millions of dollars from time to time

As the port at Tampa is one of the 
most important ports along the south- 
ern. coast lines, it is earnestly to be 
hoped that our national lawmakers will 
realize the necessity of making such 
improvements in the port as its present 
condition demands. In view of its fa- 
vored situation there is nothing to pre- 
vent it from becoming one of the largest 
ports in the country, if proper recogni- 
tion is bestowed upon it on the part of 


congress. 


Is It a Menace Against Cuba? 

It is worthy of note that the presence 
of the United States battleship Maine 
in Havana harbor, so far from giving 
hope to the Cuban patriots, has aroused 
their worst fears. And when we fre- 
member the entanglements of the ad- 
ministration, it must be admitted that 
these fears are entirely justified. 

The circumstantial evidence that may 
be cited shows that the presence of the 
Maine in Havana harbor is not for the 
purpose of protecting American inter- 
ests, but for the purpose of preventing 
a revolt against Blanco, thus giving 
the Spanish captain general opportur 
nity to take the field with troops that 
would otherwise be necessary to keep 
order in Havana. This seems to be the 
situation, which becomes more apparent 
when we are informed that there are al- 
ready congregated there and on the way 
war vessels of England; Germany and 
France. 

All this can mean but one thing, 
namely, that the administration is giv- 
ing the Spanish butchers its moral sup- 
port in ending the war and destroying 
the last hope of Cuban freedom. 

Such is the feeling that hag gone 
abroad in this country, and it is not 
confined to the Cubans who represent the 
patriots here. It is rumored among 
those who have facilities for getting at 
the true inwardness of affairs in Wash- 
ington. It is almost impossible to 
place credence in such a rumor, but the 
fact that the republican leaders have 
demonstrated that they are capable of 
any act of folly to the interests of our 
own people warns us to be prepared for 
any blow they may strike at the strug- 
gling patriots in Cuba.

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Senatbr Cannon’s Bill. 
Senator Cannon, of Utah, has formally 
introduced a measure in the upper 
branch of congress providing for the 
publication of the federal pension rolls 
at some convenient time between now 
and January 1, 1899. As the measure 

is rather brief, it is given below: 


That the secretary of the interior be, and 
he is hereby, authorized and directed to 
publish on or before January 1, 1899, and 
thereafter as congress may direct, a itist of 
pensioners of the United states as herein 
provided. Said list shall be in the form of 
pamphlets, and there shall be one pam- 
phlet for each state and territory and cne 
for the District of Columbia. Each }am- 
phict shall contain, arranged ih alonabeti- 
cal order, both as regards the numes end 
the postoffice addresses of the pensioners, a 
list of all the pensioners resident within the 
State, territory or district covered by the 
éaid pamphlet. Such list shall show, in ada- 
dition to the full name and postoffice ad- 
dress of the pensioner, the relationship of 
the pensioner to the person and tare full 
name of the person who performed (ie ser- 
vice where the title is derivative; the com- 
pany and regiment, or other arm ef the 
military or naval service; the date and 
place of his muster in, and the rank tren 
held; the date and place and manner of 
termination of service (by Geath or dis- 
eharge) and the rank then held; present 
rate of pension and from what date pension 
Was originally granted, with date ard 
amount of increase, if any. 

Section 2. That on or before January 1, 
1899, the secretary of the interior shall mail 
to each newspaper in the United States en- 
tered in the postoffice as second class mat- 
ter a copy of said pamphlet for th2 state, 
territory or @istrict In which the newspaper 
is published. :

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a Tampa Harbor. — 

Tampa, Fla., January 27, 1896—Editor 
Constitution: Tampa has been greatly hon- 
ored within the past few days by the as- 
sembling here of the national fishery con 
gress, and also by a visit from the river 
and harbor committee of the ‘house of 
representatives. 

The visit of the river and harbor commit- 
tee is a matter perhaps of more importance 
and widespread interest to the people of 
the south Atlantic states. The coming of 
this committee to Tampa has brought to 
the surface a most remarkable and unex- 
pected state of facts, and yet these facts 
have been lying upo# the face of the public 
records of the country. For instance, from 
the report of the secretary of the treasury 
for the year ending June 30, 1897, the Tampa 
board of trade had arranged a statement 
shewing that the customs duties paid in 
the treasury of the United States at 
Charleston, Savannah, Brunswick, Fernan- 
dina, Pensacola, Jacksonville, Mobile and 
Galveston for the year 1897 were less than 
\one-half of the customs duties paid in the 
treasury through the custom house at 
Tampa. The total receipts from customs 
duties of the eight important ports named 
were $347,447.12, while the cuStoms receipts 
paid in the custom house at Tampa were 
$748,656.67. These figures were very sur- 
prising, but the surprise did not stop at 
these figures. For instance, the cost of 
collecting $1 of custome duties at the eight 
ports named ranged all the way from 13 


r cents to 56 cents, while the cost of collect- 


ing $1 of custom duties at Tampa was only 
43-10 cents. It was also shown by the 
board of trade at Tampa that the eight 
ports named had received appropriations 
from the government aggregating more 
than $20,000,000, while the entire appropria- 
tion to Tampa bay, from the birth of the 
government down to the present time, had 
amounted only to $130,000. 

The United States government in 1896-97 
had,a survey made of Tampa bay by the 
engineering department with the view to 
ascertaining the cost of opening a twenty- 
four-foot channel to the gulf of Mexico. 
The engineering department reported that 
a twenty-four-foot channel could be opened 
at a cost of $336,000, and further reported 
that in view of the history of these waters, 
the cost of maintaining that depth, after it 
ned been attained, would amount to noth- 


ng. 
The business passing through the port of 
mpa for the fiscal year ending June 30, 

1897, was, In round numbers, $18,100,000. 

These facts not only surprised the com- 
mittee, but were a revelation to a great 
many of the distinguished delegates, who 
were present as members of the fishery 
congress. For both commercial purposes 
and purposes of defense Tampa bay oc- 
cupies an extremely important position on 
the gulf coast, and its importance as one 
of our great ports must inevitably be 
widely recognized and appreciated after its 
true character is understood. 

The committee on rivers and harbors is 
one of the most important, if not the most 
important, committee of the house and its 
members are always among the leaders in 
shaping national legislation. 

This committee left Tampa Monday after- 
noon at 4 o’clock by special train for Pen- 
sacola and made while here a most agree- 
able impression upon the people of Tampa. 
The committee was given an excursion by 
President Plant, of the Plant steamship 
line, on one of the magnificent ships of 
that line (the Olivette) down the bay and 
out into the Gulf of Mexico. 

Your correspondent desires to predict 
that the time is not far distant when, from 
every commercial consideration, as well as 
others no less important, the- government 
will open a highwav to the sea of thirty 
feet in depth from Tampa.

There Was No Ferceptible Change in 
His Condition Yesterday.

The commissioners claimed 
the right to try their own employees, 
placed McGuire on the stand and acquit- 
ted him. Then the Liberals, after a futile 
attempt to smash ther opponents by 
means of bills in the legislature, accused 
the commissioners of misconduct in retain- 
ing officials proven to be incompetent and 
unfit for office, and proposed to try them 
on that charge. 

But the commissioners made the conten- 
tion that they were, equally with the mayor 
and council, a part of the city governiment 
and not amenable to the latter. Judge 
Swear. signed an injunct.on forbidding the 
Liberals from proceeding with such a trial 
until their authority to do so had been 
clearly demonstrated. The issue was ar- 
gued before Judge Talligant by Messrs. 
duBignon and Lawrence for the defendants, 
who were sustained by the court. The fight 
now before the supreme court is on an 
appeal from this decision,

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
is Declared To Be Earnestly in 
Favor of Its Passage.

HE representatives of the railroads are 
perfectly well satisfied that the anti- 
Scalping bill will be favorably report- 
ed by the senate committee, as it was by 
the house committee,’’ said Mr. 8S. H. Hard- 
wick yesterday. He had just come in from 
Washington on the Southern railway’s Ves- 
tibuled. “If the impression exists that the 
raiJroads of the country are indifferent 
about the bill, it is a great mistake. Mr. 
George H. Daniels, of the New York Cen- 
tral, and Mr. George W. Boyd, of the Penn- 
syivania, made leading arguments in favor 
of the bill because they were requested to 
speak for all the roads, Mr. Paul Morton, 
vice president of the Santa Fe; Mr. 
Trucsdale, of the Rock Island, and the 
Southern Pacifie and the Southern ratiway 
have taken a deep interest in the passage 
of the bill, but they are only a few of hun- 
dreds of lines which have petitioned con- 
gress to prohibit this business of scalping, 
not only because the roads are victimized 
by it but also because innocent people 
are duped and the business is full of fraud, 
forgery and misrepresentation.’’ 
Mr. Hardwick says that the 
conimerce commission does not desire to 
load the bill with an amendment to the in- 
terstate commerce act. The commission is 
for this anti-scalping bill, which it has 
advocated time and again tn its recom- 
mendations to congress.

following act, passed at the last legisla- 
ture, is the one that has caused the trou- 
bie. The act is as follows and is seif-ex- 
planatory: 


“An act to provide for the examination 
of private banks by the bank examiner 
State, to compel the making of 
statements as now required of incorporated 
banks, to provide for punishment a penal- 
ty for tailure or refusa] to comply there- 
with, and for other purposes. 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the staie of Georgia, and it 
is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, that trom and after the passage 
of this act all person or persuns, firm or 
firms, dong a banking business in this 
state, Or advertising itself, himself or 
themselves as doing a banking business 
Shall be subject to an examination by the 
State bank examiners, and shall make re- 
ports as are now required of the invor- 
porated banks. 

“Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, that all 
person or persons, firm or firms, doing such 
banking business or advertising to do the

“Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, that the 
Phrdse ‘banking business’ used in this

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, that for 


the failure or refusal to comply with the 
provisions of the first section of this act 
Such person or persons, firm or firms. 
engaged'in such banking business shall be 
Hable to all the penalties imposed upon the 
incorporated banks, as provided for in the 
1913 section of the eode of Georgia: and 
for failure to comply with the provisions 
of the second Section of this act such per- 
' and the members of such 
firm or firms shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be punished as pre- 
scribed in the 1039 section of the code of 
Georgia. 

“Sec. 5. Be it enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, that all laws and parts of laws 
in conflict with this act be, and the same 
repealed. 

‘Approved December 21, 1897.” 

The constitutionality of the act will have 
to be settled in the courts, but the bankers 
at the head of the chartered banks ate a 
unit on the question. They are all of the 
same opinjon about the law and all express 
themselves as favoring it. They hold that 
where a bank receives deposits from the 
people it should be made to give 
some showing and have some way of letting 
the people know that it is not incor- 
porated. The names of many of the pri- 
vate banks misleading in that matter, 
and the bankers claim that as the people 
have no protect'on in the matter that the 
State watch it for them requiring the 
banks to have on their stationery the words 
“not incorporated.”’ 

Stute Bank Bxaminer Speer égaid in re- 
gard to the matter: 

“In my last report I recommended that 
the private banks be required to have on 
their leticr- heads and other places where

ccurt yesterday that no man should 
be allowed protection when he had violated 
the law simply becavse he was promiment 1 
in the business, social and political world. 

This announcement was made apropos 
Of the trial of Mr. Orth Stein. editor of 
The Licking Glass, charged with carrying 
concealed weapors, and Solicitor James 
O'Neill, charged with assault and bat- 
tery. The charges grew out of the publi- 
eation of an article in a recent issue of 
The Looking Glass. Judge Candler impos- 
ed a fine of $100 wpon Mr. Stein, giving him 
five days in which to pay the fine. So- 
licitor O'Neill was fined $%. In imposing 
the fines, Judge Candler sald: 

“Each of these cases g@emonstrates the 
necessity and importance of the enforce- 
ment of law. Mr. O’Neill has, under his 
statement, acted with perfect propriety in 
the matter of the prosecution of the cases 
mentioned, and while he did not believe in 
any improper use of the courts for prosé- 
cution of persons, still the police depart- 
ment, having made these cases, and the 
law prohibiting gaming for pleasure, as 
well as for gain, it was the duty of the so- 
licitor to have prosecuted them, and. from 
an intimate and close personal friendship :

ACCOUNTS. 

The preceding grand jury investigated 
the accounts of the county officials through 
two experts. Such investigation as we 
have made leads us to believe the books of 
the county officials are correct. 

ALMSHOUSE. 

The county are “well cared : for. 
Buildings kept in excellent repair, farm 
well cultivated and productive, everything 
sanitary and attractive, and the whole 
conclusive evidence of most efficient and 
humane management, 

COUNTY CONVICTI CAMPS. 

The county convicts are well housed, fed 
and clothed. We found thai out of 340 
convicts there were only’ fiftcen sick. All 
were from cnronic diseases contracted be- 
fore their incarceration. They have been 
profitably worked on the public roads and 
our hignways show the preat value of 
using such labor -under firm and efficient 
supervision. This county convict labor 
does not cOmpete with wage-earners, but 
on the contrary conduces to the prosperity 
of our county in good roads. ‘ithe Hum- 
phreys street barracks within the city 
limits should be sold as early as a site for 
a new barracks further out can be pro- 
cured,

TAXATION. 

Reduction of taxation is what our people 
demand. KMxtravagance with public money 
is wrong, and especially onerous in the 
present condition of financial abiliity. We 
Want practical performance and not politi- 
cal promise. 

RECEIVERSHIP. 

By the flexitb!e operation of our laws 
almost any business concern can be thrown 
into the hands of a receiver. This is 
sometimes hurriedly done at midnight and 
at other unreasonable hours. The integrity 
of our whole commercial fabric demands 
that this “‘snap judgment” should cease. 
The fees of receivers are now in a manner 
restricted by law, but the fees of the at- 
torneys are not, and such fees take prece- 
dence of all other claims. Equity and fair- 
ness demand that adequate indemnity bond 
be exacted before such proceedings can be 
instituted and that the exorbitant fees of 
attorneys be radically reformed. It also 
appears to the business mind that receivers 
appointed by the court should be familiar 
with the details of the business on which 
they are called upon to administer, and 
not simply as receivers of fees. 

PENSIONS. 

We have carefully examined the lists of 
pensioners in our county and find the same 
correct. 

PUBLIC ROADS AND BRIDGES. 


We commend the work of the county 
commissiviiers in making good and perma- 
yient roads and in extending the same to 
the county lines. We Know good roads in- 
crease popuiation and mean weaith and 
civilization. We commend that the mam 
arteries of travel receive first attention, 
that paving follow immediatety on 
ail filied and graded = puiaces; that 
Chattahoochee avenue and Hemphill 
avenue be paved trom tine chy um- 
its to the pumping station, as this is es- 
sential for tne protection of the city’s prop- 
erty, aS weil as for the vital interesis of 
the county, that Brown’s mill road be 
graded and rocked to the Clayton county 
line aS eariy as Clayton county macadam- 
izes the road from Jonesboro 10 meet the 
Brown's mill road; that Pryor street road 
be extenmied to Hapey.le depot; that Al- 
line avenue be put in good order; that the 
road from East Point to Hapeville paral- 
lel to Central railroad be paved; that the 
road known as the old McDonough road, 
extending from McDonough road northerly 
to the Sold.ers’ home, be made passable; 
that the Sandtown road receive attention; 
that Howell's mill road and Mason and 
Turner’s ferry road have early attention, 
and generally that all roads in the county 
be brought into good and permanent con- 
dition as early as is consistent with the 
county’s revenue, giving preference always 
to main arteries. We recommend that two 
gangs be organized, one to work on the 
northside and one on the south side of 
the railroad, and that these gangs be 
provided with machines for the proper con- 
struction and repair of roads. We recom- 
mend that the present road tax be reduced 
to $1.50 per annum, and that the proceeds 
of such tax shall be expended in the dis- 
tricts where coilected; that in lieu of the 
cash payment of such tax the assessed 
party in person may work on the public 
roads for five days. We recommend that 
a road book be kept, indexed, showing all] 
roads (1 the county, ‘them width and 
length, character of improvements and 
when worked and number of hands employ- 
ed, with the'r time on each road. as well 
as amount of grading and filling done and 
quality and quantity of material used, the 
character of the roadbed and their general 
cond'ticn. We recommend the abolition of 
duplicate names for our roads. Most of 
the bridges are in good condition. Some 
repairs are needed on Garret’s bridge and 
Howell's mills road bridge over Peachtree 
creek, 

JUSTICES OF THE PEACE. 


We found the books and dockets of the 
justices in the city correct, but most of 
them could be more neatly and Iinteiligent- 
ly kept. All the justices responded to our 
request to produce their books before us 
for inspection except W. H. Townly Faith, 
William McGerkin Faith and Thomas RB. 
Atianta Heights. All justices of 


keep uniform and intelligible ‘books of 
record with the cost allowed by the code. 
plainiv printed on the margin of each page 
in their dockets: that such costs shouid be 
entered by items and the entire transaction 
be so piain that no misunderstanding could 
ar’se or error occur. We recommend that 
all justices and bailiffs be paid salaries. 
We have d'ligently investigated the various 
rumors reflecting on the practices of our 
justices and their bailiffs, and white we 
could not elicit suffic‘ent facts on which to 
indict, yet there are so Many suspicious 
circumstances connected with ‘the larga 
number of settlements of cases in the jus- 
tices courts that we deem a rad‘cal reform 
necessarv. We believe salaries to justices 
ar? beiliffs will remedy the alleged evil 
and redeem this branch of our trial courts 
from its prsent rather equivocal reputa- 


tion. 
DETECTION OF CRIMINALS.

We recommend that the pay of jurors 
and bailiffs remain the same as at preseni, 
COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


In view of the administration of extensive 
and annually increasing business, and the 
large disbursements of the reverues of Ful- 
ton county by the board of comunissioners 
of roads and revenues, rendering the duties 
of said commissioners excessive and oner- 
ous, and appreciating the importance of a 
wider distribution of the responsibilities, 
we earnestly recommend that the uct au- 
thorizing the election of said commissioners 
be so amended as to provide that said board 
shall consist. of eleven mémbers, seven of 
whom shall be residents of the city cf At- 
lanta, and not more than one of whom 
shall reside in any one ward, and four, the 
location of whose residence and principal 
business shall be in Fulton county, vutside 
of the city af Atlanta, not more than ene 
of whom shall reside in the same eection of 
the county. And that the terms of office of 
the respective commissioners shall be so 
arranged that not more than six shall ex- 
pire during any one year. 


GRAND JURIES. 


The members of grand juries being se- 
lected from representative residents of all 
sections of the country, are presumed to 
know the varied needs of relatively all the 
citizens, and in their general presentments 
and recommendations give voice to such 
needs, and we suggest that due considera- 
tion be given their presentments and rec- 
ommendations.

Opinion of an Eminent Jurist.
